TRADE    BY    COUNTRY1 

The  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce,  announced  today  that  the  rise  in 
United  States  general  imports  from  $717.7  million  in  September  to  $832.4  million  in  October  re- 
sulted from  increased  imports  from  all  continents  except  Asia  and  the  area  of  Australia  and 
Oceania.  The  decline  in  exports  of  domestic  and  foreign  merchandise  from  $1,109.6  to  $1,043.2 
million1  during  the  same  period  reflected  lower  exports  to  all  continents  except  Europe  and 
North  America. 

Exports,  including  special  category  commodities,  to  E.R.P."  countries  fell  from  $394.5 
million  in  September  to  $380.6  million  in  October  while  imports  from  these  countries  decreased 
from  $140.4  to  $135.4  million.  Exports,  including  special  category  commodities,  to  the  Latin 
American  Republics  dropped  from  $307.4  to  $272.1  million  while  imports  from  these  countries  rose 
from  $207.7  to  $264.2  million  during  this  same  period.  Meanwhile,  exports  to  the  Sterling  area  . 
countries,  excluding  special  category  commodities,  declined  from  $209.3  to  $199.7  million  and 
imports  from  these  countries  dropped  slightly  from  $128.9  to  $127.7  million. 

Imports  from  North  America  advanced  from  $248.0  million  in  September  to  $308.6  million 
in  October,  representing  about  53>  of  the  total  increase  in  imports  during  this  period.  The 
most  important  increases  in  imports  from  countries  of  this  continent  were  as  follows:  Canada 
from  $171.2  to  $218.0  million,  the  Netherlanas  Anti_leo  from  $8.3  to  $14.7  million  and  Mexico 
from  $21.0  to  $26.4  million.   Imports  from  South  America  aj.^o  showed  a  sizeable  increase, 
rising  from  $142.1  million  in  September  to  $192.4  million  in  October.  This  advance  reflected  in- 
creases in  imports  from  Brazil  from  $62.8  to  $83.4  million,  Colombia  from  $22.9  to  $34.6  million, 
Venezuela  from  $22.2  to  $29.8  million  and  Bolivia  from  $0.7  to  $7.1  million.  The  rise  in  imports 
from  Africa  from  $25.9  million  in  September  to  $40.4  million  in  October  resulted  largely  from 
greater  imports  from  the  Belgian  Congo,  which  increased  from  $2.2  to  $8.4  million  and  the  Union  of 
South  Africa,  which  advanced  from  $5.4  to  $9.6  million.   During  this  same  period  imports  from 
Europe  rose  slightly  from  $146.1  to  $147.5  million  as  relatively  minor  changes  occurred  in  im- 
ports from  the  individual  countries  of  this  continent.  From  September  to  October,  imports  from 
Asia  declined  from  $132.3  to  $122.9  million.   Imports  from  British  Malaya  fell  from  $31.9  to 
$27.7  million.  Meanwhile,  imports  from  Australia  and  Oceania  dropped  from  $23.1  to  $20.7  million. 
Imports  from  New  Zealand  decreased  from  $15.7  to  $5.4  million  while  imports  from  Australia  ad- 
vanced from  $7.1  to  $14.9  million. 

The  decline  in  exports  to  South  America  from  $177.2  million  to  September  to  $133.9 
million  in  October  represented  about  65^  of  the  total  decrease  in  exports  during  this  period. 
This  decline  reflected  decreases  in  exports  to  Brazil  from  $74.4  to  $51.8  million,  Argentina  from 
$19.7  to  $13.9  million  and  Venezuela  from  $32.4  to  $27.7  million.  Exports  to  Africa  also  showed 
a  sizeable  decrease,  dropping  from  $58.7  million  in  September  to  $34.4  million  in  October.  Ex- 
ports to  the  Union  of  South  Africa  fell  from  $25.7  to  $13.9  million  and  exports  to  the  Belgian 
Congo  dropped  from  $7.2  to  $2.6  million.   During  this  period,  exports  to  Asia  decreased  from 
$184.1  to  $162.8  million.  Exports  to  Indonesia  fell  from  $16.3  to  $7.2  million  and  exports  to 
the  Republic  of  the  Philippines  declined  from  $35.8  to  $27.0  million.  However,  exports  to  India 
rose  from  $33.9  to  $39.2  million.   From  September  to  October,  exports  to  Australia  and  Oceania 
declined  from  $21.8  to  $19.1  million  as  exports  to  New  Zealand  decreased  from  $7.5  to  $4.3 
million.  Exports  to  Europe  increased  from  $331.0  million  in  September  to  $347.2  million  in 
October.  This  advance  reflected  an  increase  in  exports  to  Austria  from  $4.4  to  $9.6  million, 
Ireland  from  $2.2  to  $7.1  million  and  the  Netherlands  from  $18.5  to  $22.8  million.  Meanwhile, 
exports  to  Germany  fell  from  $49.2  to  $44.2  million.  During  this  same  period,  exports  to 
North  America  rose  from  $336.8  to  $345.8  million,  as  exports  to  Canada  advanced  from  $200.2  to 
to  $214.6  million. 


Country  of  destination  detail  is  not  reported  in  export  statistics  for  special  category  com- 
modities beginning  July  1950,  for  security  reasons.  For  certain  areas,  export  totals  include 
special  categories,  as  mentioned  in  the  text  above  and  as  shown  at  the  beginning  of  the  table  on 
page  3.  Exports  figures  for  other  areas  and  countries  represent  total  exports  less  exports  of 
special  category  commodities.  See  September  1950  and  March  1951  issues  of  Foreign  Tra.de  Statis- 
tics Notes  for  further  explanation  and  lists  of  special  category  commodities.

COVERAGE 


Export  statistics  include,  with  certain  exceptions,  data  on  all  shipments  of 
merchandise  to  foreign  countries  from  continental  United  states,  Puerto  Rico,  and  the  ter- 
ritories of  Alaska  and  Hawaii.  They  do  not  include  shipments  to  the  United  States  armed 
forces  abroad  for  their  own  use.  Import  statistics  include,  with  certain  exceptions,  data 
on  imports  of  merchandise  from  foreign  countries  into  continental  United  States,  Puerto 
Rico,  and  the  territories  of  Alaska  and  Hawaii.  Neither  the  import  nor  export  statistics 
include  shipments  between  continental  United  States  and  its  territories  and  possessions, 
or  between  the  territories  and  possessions.  See  Foreword  to  Foreign  Commerce  and  Naviga- 
tion of  the  United  States  for  complete  statement. 

None  of  the  export  or  import  figures  has  been  adjusted  for  changes  in  price 
level.
